Competition for Our Courts 


"The 
law's delay" long has been a 


matter of complaint and while there are 
wide differences in the practices of courts 
in the several states, the general opinion 
is that the situation has not improved 
much since Shakespeare voiced his opin- 
ion. 


People who have differences with oth- 


ers which they cannot settle among them- 
selves have recourse to the courts. Once 
in court, the expense of litigation begins 
and it grows as the case drags on from 
day to day and week to week and often 
from year to year. In the 
past, 
how- 


ever, the litigant has been helpless. He 
could either stay in court and fight it out 
or he could effect a settlement. Usually 
a man seeking a settlement gets about 
the same results a"s he would if he were 
to drop the case and admit that his op- 
ponent was right. 


Today, however, there is a new acti- 


vity building which promises to give the 
courts competition. There now is a strong 
move toward arbitration. The Wall Street 
Journal recently pointed out that a young 
Chicago policeman who was in court with 
an auto accident claim decided, 
after 


waiting a time, that he would short-cut 
to a settlement by submitting the case to 
arbitration. Seventy days later he had an 
award of $2,900. If he had remained in 
court his case probably would not have 
come to trial for at least four years. 
Some cases now being tried in 
Cook 


County, 111., were filed in 
1953. 


Arbitration has been used in many 


labor cases but in recent years there's a 
growing trend to use it in other disputes 
and thus avoid long delays in the courts. 


The American Arbitration Association is 
a non-profit organization which has 
pro- 


vided arbitrators for 1.464 non-labor cases 
during the past year. That is more than 
double the total five years earlier. 


However, it is possible for people in- 


volved in disputes to set up their own ar- 
bitration arrangement. To do so it is cus- 
tomary for the parties in dispute to sub- 
mit their case to arbitration. All that is 
necessary is to agree on the arbitrator. It 
is common to select lawyers, professors, 
bankers, accountants 
and 
others with 


similar prestige to act as the arbitrators. 
They hear evidence and render decisions 
in much the same way as the court does. 
But they require much less time because 
they have no backlog of cases to be heard 
and proceed immediately with the one 
they are chosen to handle. There always 
is the danger of getting an unsatisfactory 
decision from one not skilled in the 
pro- 


cesses of hearings or familiar with the 
rules of evidence. But in many cases it 
is more satisfactory than years of delay 
in a crowded court. Two associations of 
insurance companies last year arranged 
to have settlements made in 19,036 auto- 
mobile insurance cases which was 
2,681 


more than in 1959. The number was more 
than triple the total six years ago. 


The lesson here, we think, is that there 


always is more than one way to do any- 
thing. The courts do not, in fact, have a 
monopoly and %vhen the need is 
great 


enough a way will be found to get around 
long court delays. In fact, we think courts 
should take careful notice of this rather 
recent 
development 
with an eye out to 


improving their own practices and thus 
meeting competition. 


Once a Driver Always a Driver 


In a great many states the law regu- 


lating automobile drivers is based upon 
the assumption that once a person is li- 
censed to drive an automobile he rarely 
if ever loses that ability. However, 
the 


Medical Society of Memphis and Shelby 
counties, Tenn., believes that motorists 
should be examined at the time of ob- 
taining a license and re-examined every 
five years until 60, and after 60 every 
year. 


The committee recommended that ex- 


aminations should include eyes, reflexes, 
gross physical abnormalities and 
apti- 


tude, and should be conducted by the 
Highway Patrol. While that is the extent 
of the legislation recommended at 
this 


time, the committee is said to feel that 
it would be advisable to extend the ex- 
amination to a full physical test by a li- 
censed physician — the expense to 
be 


borne by the driver. The society 
study 


extended over a year, during which 27,- 
411 drivers were questioned concerning 
their 
physical 
and 
mental 
condition, 


whether they had physical disabilities, had 
taken medication before the accident, and 
some other questions. 


Of those questioned, 16,903 were in- 


volved in accidents. One thousand, five 
hundred and ninty-one were repeaters 
within a six-months period. Another 
1,230 


drivers admitted it was their second ac- 
cident within a year. 


One thousand six hundred forty-three 


drivers had taken some form of medica- 


tion within 24 hours of their accidents. 
Another 272 reported suffering from some 
form of heart trouble. Fifty-seven driv- 
ers said they were subject to epilepsy or 
blackout spells. About 493 had some ap- 
parent 
physical disability, more than 


8,000 wore glasses. 260 said they had 
some form of mental or nervous disorder, 
and 442 had hearing difficulties. Of those 
involved in accidents, 7,934 were in the 
25 to 44 age group, 3,840 were in the 45 
to 64 age group, and 1 out of 24 acci- 
dents involved a person over 65 which is 
a 
total of 704 persons or the 
smallest 


group of any classification. 


We are sure that many persons en- 


gaged in highway safety work will ex- 
press some doubts as to whether or not 
the survey supports the position taken by 
the 
association. On the face of the 
sta- 


tistics offered, the group over 65. which 
it is proposed to submit to an examina- 
tion every year, appears to have the 
best record of all. The repeaters are per- 
haps the most dangerous group but they 
can be discovered without a physical ex- 
amination. In fact, proper record keeping 
by the Motor Vehicle Department should 
show them up immediately. Again 
the 


group with the most frequent 
accident 


record, that from 25 to 44 which had ap- 
proximately half the total accident?, is 
probably the group less likely to show 
any physical defects. 
It appears very 


doubtful that the proposed legislation will 
accomplish much. 


Group Insurance Is 50 Years Old 


In the early part of 1911 there was no 


such thing as group insurance. Today 
well over 100 million persons in America 
depend upon group insurance for protec- 
tion against accidents, sickness, old age 
and death. 


The first group policy went into effect 


June 1. 1911. 
covering the 121 employees 


of a New Jersey leather factory. Under 
the policy, they were entitled to receive 
a 
death 
benefit 
equalling one year's 


wages. 


The plan for the policy had been work- 


ed out by William J. Graham who then 
was 33 years old and employed as an ac- 
tuary by the Equitable Life 
Assurance 


Society of the 
United States. 
Graham 


went on to become vice president and di- 
rector of the Assurance Society and now 
is retired. Today there are more than 42 
million employees of almost every impor- 
tant firm in the United States covered by 
the S175 billion \vorth of group life insur- 
ance in effect. About the same number 
of workers and their dependents are pro- 
tected by various other forms of .croup 
insurance 
covering 
hospitals, 
surgical 


and 
medical expense, retirement 
pen- 


sions, disability, dental expense, 
mort- 


gages and even installment loans. 


Today 
group insurance is the 
basic 


protection for American workers and 
it 


costs employers the largest single share 
of the S13 billion they spend annually on 
fringe benefits. 


During 1960, 
payments made under 


group life insurance policies totaled SI. 15 
billion. Group health insurance benefits 
were more than S200 billion Group pen- 
sion benefits to retired workers exceeded 
S400 million. In lOfil. it is estimated the 
combined total payments will exceed Si 
billion 
It is impossible to estimate 
the 


burden of suffering that has been remov- 
er] from individuals and families during 
the past 50 years by the 
payment of 


these huge sums under group insurance 
policies. 


The public certainly owes a great deal 


to Mr. Graham who had a sound idea 
for a better insurance policy and persist- 
ed in it in spite of derision and abuse. 
He certainly deserves the thanks of thou- 
sands whn probably never heard of him 
as he takes note of the .^flth anniversary 
of his first group life policy.

Discipline, Purpose 


Still other millions of you are 


in still other saving and buying 
clubs, many more millions are in- 
vesting every week in U.S. sav- 
ings bonds for specific objectives 
ranging from a child's education 
to the building of a new i'oom in 
the house.

The VTC 
was tested in Albany in March, it 
will be announced with great fan- 
fare in New York City on June 11, 
it will be extended to the north- 
east region this fall, will go na- 
tionwide by the year-end. 


Here is the way I gather it will 


work from Robert IT. Odell, a for- 
mer foreign service olficial who 
Js now executive vice president of 


the World-Wide Vacation Associa- 
tion: 


To join, you'll have to pay an 


annual fee of $1 as an individual, 
$2 as a family and possibly more 
in the future. 
- 


Deposit Money 


You'll have to deposit money 


you can afford to put aside for 
travel in a special account in your 
neighborhood 
bank. 
You 
may 


withdraw the funds at any time 
but to qualify for a special bonus 
deal, your account must keep 
growing for at least six months 
(maximum three years'). 


On your special vacation sav- 


ings account, you'll be paid inter- 
est at your bank's established 
rates—in New York City, it'll gen- 
erally be 3 per cent, compounded 
quarterly. This is an unusual fea- 
ture for this sort of club deal. 


When at any time after 
six 


months, you withdraw your funds 
to buy travel from a local travel 
agent participating in the club, 
you'll get a bonus of 6 per cent, 
compounded quarterly. You might 
get the 6 per cent bonus in the 
form of additional travel service? 
or a deduction from 
published 


travel rales or prices. Says Odell, 
"A person taking a 14-day vaca- 
tion might pay for only 13 days 
or get the 15th day free or accept 
a multitude of extra services 
representing the bonus." 


Benefit Everybody 


It is one of those arrangements 


which could benefit everybody. 
For a minor tee, the club mem- 
ber gets the discipline and antici- 
pation of saving for a happy pur- 
chase, regular interest on his sav- 
ings account and a 6 per cent 
bonus, both compounded quarter- 
ly. The banks get the accounts 
they want, the travel companies 
get the business and, Odell ex- 
pects the VTC will make out 
handsomely from dues paid by 
members and fees paid by par- 
ticipating travel companies. His 
voice quickens when he 
even 


thinks of the potentialities in the 
$18 billion a year travel market. 


What fascinates me is the fun- 


damental of this "new" 
idea— 


which is simply that we woulc 
prefer to save before spending 
and pay-as-we-go if we can For 
of course, that's not new at all. 
It's our heritage. 


Actually, if the VTC is as suc- 


cessful as its hopeful sponsors es- 
timate, it will be one more bit of 
persuasive 
evidence that those 


who tut-tut at you and me as a 
nation of reckless borrowers and 
spendthrifts are looking through 
the wrong end of the financial 
telescope.

Freedom Rides 
May Not Have 
Been Necessary 


Why Didn't U. S. 
Ask for. Broader 
Segregation Laws? 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON — Were the so-

These questions are asked be- 


cause Attorney General Robert 
Kennedy has just petitioned the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
to issue regulations banning seg- 
regation in waiting rooms, rest- 
rooms and restaurants at bus sta- 
tions throughout the country. 


Why wasn't this approach taken 


in the first place? Just after the 
Supreme Court's 1954 decision, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
in 1955 ruled that segregation of 
interstate passengers on trains 
and buses was unlawful. 


Since the 1955 regulation was 


apparently inadequate and didn't 
cover restaurants or restrooms, it 
would have been a simple matter 
for the attorney general to ask 
for the issuance of a broader 
regulation and this could have 
been publicized widely. Then any 
"fredom rides".would have been 
unnecessary because, if there 
were any violation, it would have 
been a routine procedure to ask 
the federal court to issue an in- 
junction against those who dis- 
regarded the federal regulation. 


Not Detailed Enough 


The language of the attorney 


general's petition filed early this 
week indicates clearly that he 
finds the 1955 regulation is not de- 
tailed enough. 


"The Department of Justice has 


received 
complaints, 
and 
can 


present evidence, of many in- 
stances of discriminatory treat- 
ment of passengers on motor car- 
riers in interstate commerce," 
the attorney general said. 


All this merely deepens the 


mystery. Here was a course of 
action which the federal govern- 
ment might well have taken ear- 
lier this year when it first learned 
that the "freedom riders" were 
planning an "invasion" of Mis- 
sissippi and Alabama. Did the De- 


partment of Justice tell the "free- 
dom riders" about U. or did offi- 
cials there close their eyes to 
plans for incitement of the popu- 
lace which was inevitable if the 
demonstrations were permitted? 
Jt will be recalled that Mayor 
Robert Wagner recently denied a 
permit to George Rockwell, Cham- 
pion of Nazi doctrines, when he 
wanted to conduct a mass meeting 
in New York City and bring on a 
similar type of demonstration. 


Mere Request - 


It begins to look as if the De- 


partment of Justice, which is 
headed by the president's broth- 
er, either did not know what it 
could do through an^ interstate 
commerce commission regulation 
or hesitated to interfere with the 
"freedom r i d e r s " propaganda 
plans. The mere request by the 
department for such an order 
would have certainly put the 
"freedom riders" on the spot, and 
they might have been prevailed 
upon to wait for the regular pro- 
cesses of the law to be carried 


out With all UM loud talk beard 
nowadays about "obeying' the 
law" and giving "adherence" to 
the processes of "law and order," 
it is surprising that the Depart- 
ment of Justice, knowing of the 
possibilities of violence, didn't 
exert itself to prevent the dem- 
onstrations of violence at the 
source. For if the department has 
the power, at it now claims, to 
send U. S. marshals to take care 
of local disorders, it might be as- 
sumed to have the power to enjoin 
"freedom riders" from provoking 
violence in bus terminals. 


The handling of these matters 


gives an impression of impulsive- 
ness and of failing to think things 
through. As it is, American "pres- 
tige" has been permitted to get 
some u n f a v o r a b l e publicity 
| abroad. There have been, accord- 
ing to Sen. Eastland, some com- 
munist sympathizers active in 
connection with the "freedom rid- 
ers" crusade and, while the com 
munists, of course, don't originate 
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these controversies, there is rea- 
son to believe that the communist 
apparatus does help to keep the 
pot boiling. 


Splendid Example 


All this would have been avoid- 


ed and the United States would 
have given the world-a splendid 
example of how to deal with the 
segregation issue by lawful meth- 
ods if the department of justice 
had been alert In the first 
stance and if it had persuaded 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion several weeks ago to issue 
the necessary orders about inter- 
state travel, restaurant service 
and the use of restrooms in the 
bus terminals. 


Incidentally, there is only one 


supreme court decision which 
throws some legal doubt on any of 
these matters. Strangely enough, 
the high court here refused not 
long ago to disturb a Virginia 
state court decision which said

that restrooms in the federal 
courthouse at Norfolk could re- 
main segregated.
